ALABAMA DEFENSE JOBS 
NOW TOTAL $209,197,937 


Birmingham, July 13.—Nation- 
al defense contracts and expendi- 
tures authorized in Alabama _ be- 
tween June 16 and June 30 
amounted to $2,397,538, the Office 
cf Government Reports said Mon- 
day. iyi “a4 

This newest compilation brought 
to $209,197,937 the total of army 
and navy contracts, housing and 
other defense projects awarded to 
Alabama during the last fiscal 
year, from July 1, 1940, to June 
30, 1941, During this same period 
Montgomery’s share has been in 
excess of $4,400,000. 

The largest contract during the 
last two weeks of June went to 
Lincoln Mills of Alabama at 
Huntaville, for 1,250,000 yards of 
cotton tent duck at a cost of 
$353,875. 

The second largest contract was 
awarded the Lanett bleachery at 
Lanett, Ala., for manufacture of 
$295,155 worth of cotton cloth. 

With the exception of $100,711 
authorized for the defense train- 
ing program of the federal secur- 
ity agency's office of education, 
alt of the expenditures were for 
army contracts. 

Other large contracts included 
Algernon Blair, Montgomery, 
construction of warehouses at 
Brookley Field, Mobile, $267,485; 
West Point Manufacturing Com- 
peny, Langdale, Ala,, 875,000 yds. 
of cotton tent duck, $241,237; and 
F. L. Bray Construction Com- 
pany, Mobile, construction of 
equipment repair building, Brook- 
ley Field, Mobile, $239,448.

“In military hospitals, yvolun- 
teer Gray Ladies, given that name 
by the soldiers of the First World 
War, write letters for the wound- 
ed, conduct recreational programs 
and perform other little tasks that

“Production volunteers, now 
busy in most of the 3,700 Red 
Cross chapters, are making 40,- 
000,000 surgical dressings to bol- 
ster military reserve supplies ot 
medical supplies, Plans are under 
way for them to produce bath- 
robes, pajamas and other items 
not inoluded as standard military 
equipment, 

“Today more than 5,000 Red 
Cross nurses are in service with 
the Army and Navy. But in the 
coming months—up to July 1, 
1942—more than twice this num- 
ber will be needed to accommo- 
date the growing armed forces, 

“Besides recruiting nurses for 
service, the Red Cross is regis- 
tering medical technologists and 
dieticians, thus providing the mil- 
itary services with a catalogued 
reservoir of the nation’s medical 
technicians, 

“An expanding project of col- 
lecting blood donations from vol- 
unteers is under way in metro- 
politan cities of the Hast. By re- 
ducing the blood to plasma, dry- 
ing it and sealing it in vacuum 
flasks it can be kept and used 
for transfusion five years hence, 
The Army asked for 200,000 do- 
nations during the coming’ 
months, 

“Traditionally ready to act on 
a moment’s notice, the Red Cross 
is now distributing approximate- 
ly $1,000,000 worth of sporting 
goods to Army and Navy sta- 
tions.

NOW GOOD TIME TO TREAT 
PLANTING OATS FOR SMUT 


Farmers wanting to have smut- 
free oats to plant this fall may 
treat the seed now with formal- 
dehyde, advises J. L. Seal, plant 
pathologist, Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Unsack the seed, spread on a 
clean barn floor, canvas, or in a 
tight wagon box and treat with 
a mixture of one pint each of 
formaldehyde (37 to 40 per cent) 
and water. (This is enough to 
spray 50 bushels of oats.) Shovel 
the seed from one pile to another, 
making sure that each shovelful 
receives one good “pump” of the 
material which has been placed 
in a hand-sprayer. After treat- 
ment cover the oats with blan- 
kets, canvas or sacks and leave 
for a number of hours before re- 
sacking. 

Formaldehyde vapors may ir- 
ritate the eyes, nose and throat, 
but by holding the sprayer close 
to the oats and treating in a well- 
ventilated place these effects can 
be reduced. 

Oats, a week after treatment 
with formaldehyde, can be fed to 
livestock with no harmful results. 


As a result of growing home 
feardens under a special provision 
of the 1940 AAA program, 92,- 
638 Alabama farm families pro- 
vided themselves with better di- 
ets and earned $1.50 each for car- 
rying out this practice.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
CHURCH REGARDING 
BEVERAGE ALCOHOL 


LESSON TEXT—I Corinthians 5:9-13; 
Titus 2:1-8, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Ye are the salt of 
the earth.—Matthew 5:13. 


The church has a grave respon- 
sibility regarding alcoholic bev- 
erages, but in recent years it has 
largely failed to meet it with in- 
telligence and enthusiasm, Let us 
never forget that the first business 
of the Christian and of the church 
is to preach the gospel, winning men 
to Christ, It is not our calling to 
attempt by social or economic meth- 
ods to right the wrongs of this world, 
Nor is ours a ‘social gospel’ with 
the emphasis on ‘‘social.’’ But have 
we forgotten that it is a gospel with 
serious social implications and re- 
sponsibilities? 

The man, and the church, who fol- 
lows Christ should be vitally con- 
cerned about every influence in 
American life which is destructive 
to character, and right at the top 
of that list stands alcohol. To meet 
this gigantic (and growing) prob- 
lem effectively the church must be 


I. Separated From Sin (I Cor. 
5:9, 10). 

A church living in careless world- 
liness has no testimony against the 
sin round about it. In fact, its in- 
fluence is definitely on the wrong 
side. The Christian is to be in the 
world, but not of it. He must live 
with the sinners, but he must never 
by word or deed, or even by his pres- 
ence in the wrong place, seem to 
condone their sin nor fellowship 
with them in it, 

Here we have one of the horrible 
weaknesses of our day. Men and 
women who profess to follow Christ 
(whether they really do, only He 
can judge) indulge in a social glass 
of wine, or sip a cocktail ‘for the 
sake of courtesy,’’ or attend gather- 
ings which are obviously non- 
Christian or anti-Christian, If there 
is to be effective dealing with any 
problem—with the liquor problem 
—we must have separated Christian 
living. 


II. Cleansed. of Wicked Persons 
(I Cor. 5:11-13). 

Even a “man that is called a 
brother’ (v. 11) may not be one 
at all, but may be a ‘wicked per- 
‘son’”’ (v. 13). We are not able to 
judge any man’s spiritual experi- 
ence. His relationship to God is a 
matter between him and God, but if, 
in his life, he shows himself per- 
sistently to be on the side of wicked- 
ness, it is the duty of the church 
to have him ‘‘put away from among”’ 
them (v. 13). 


We can only judge a man by his 
actions, but we are required to do 
that for the sake of the purity of the 
church and the effectiveness of its 
teaching. This is not to be done 
in self-righteousness, but in humil- 
ity and with the constant effort. to 
restore such a one (Gal, 6:1). But 
it should be done. We are woe- 
fully weak in the matter of church 
discipline, and it shows in the in- 
ability of the church to do valiant 
service for God and country. 


Ill, Intelligent in Doctrine (Titus 
2:1-8; esp. 1, 7, 8). 

To be informed is to be wise, able 
to plan properly, balanced in judg- 
ment and action, useful and effec- 
tive. Fundamentally every problem 
of life finds its solution in a proper 
knowledge of the doctrines of the 
Christian faith. It is of great im- 
portance that we have information 
about the liquor traffic, about the 
dreadful results of the use of alco- 
hol, etc. Helpful material on such 
subjects is available, and the 
sources are known to ministers and 
Christian workers. However, we 
must hold and use this information 
in relation to Christian truth if it is 
to be fully useful. A temperance 
worker without Christ in his own 
life and in his labors against liquor 
is weak, lacking the real solution 
and the dynamics to proclaim it ef- 
fectively. 

IV. Consistent in Life (Titus 2: 
1-8, esp. 2, 5, 7). 

It is what we are that speaks 
so loudly that folk do not pay any 
attention to what we say. This pas- 
Sage clearly states the fact that both 
young and old, both men and women 
—yes, even the preacher (v. 7)—are 
to present before the world the un- 
deniable teaching of a consistent 
Christian life. 


Read the exhortations of these 
verses again with great care and 
apply them first to your own life, 
and then to your own church. What 
great Christian graces we have 
here! Note that again and again 
there is the admonition to tem- 
perance. No user of intoxicants 
can be sober, temperate, discreet, 
chaste, sound in faith, and so on. 

The writer of these notes is con- 
vinced that the only consistent posi- 
tion for the Christian (individually 
or in the church) to take regarding 
alcoholic beverages is that of total 


abstinence for himself and the legal |

KEEP PULLETS TO AID 
DEFENSE, RAISE INCOME 

Keep pullets and turn them in- 
to laying hens instead of putting 
them on the market this summer, 
This advice is offered Alabama 
farmers by John B. Ivey, extension 
poultryman, Auburn, who advises 
producing more eggs for defense 
purposes and to boost incomes, 

There is no definite shortage in 
eggs now but there may be in the 
future unless production is in- 
creased, People are eating more 
eggs at home, the Army needs 
many more eggs, and large quan- 
tities are scheduled for shipment 
over seas, The Government re- 
cently asked poultry producers to 
increase egg production 10 mil- 
lion cases during the 15-month 
period ending next summer. 

“We know that we can produce 
all the eggs needed for the food- 
for-defense program,” Ivey as- 
serts. “It’s just a matter of hav- 
ing plenty of laying sens and 
properly caring for them.” 

The average yield of certain 
crops in Alabama during 1940 
was: cotton, 191 pounds; corn, 
12.5 bushels; hay, .75 ton; pea- 
ruts, 725 pounds; oats, 20 bush- 
eis. These yields are low com- 
pared with other sections of the 
United States.

CLIPPER FLIES DRUGS TO 
CHINA MALARIA ZONE 


Washington, D, C,—Serious ma- 
lerial conditions raging along the 
lower stretches of the Burma 
Road have prompted the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to make plans for 


immediate delivery to Yunnan 
Province in Southern China of 
10,000,000 quinine tablets and 


200,000 doses of atabrine, aceord- 
ing to Chairman Norman H. Da- 
vis. 

Chairman Davis said the Red 
Cross was flying the atabrine 
consignment by plane from Hon- 
olulu where it had been shipped 
by boat from the Pacific coast, 
The quinine purchases, he said, 
were being made in Batavia, 
Dutch Bast Indies, and would be 
rushed aboard the first available 
vessel, 

Malarial conditions appear to 
be centered in the vicinity of Yun- 


nan Province, Chairman Davis 
said, Reports forwarded here 
from Karl Soderbom, American 


Red Cross representative at Lash- 
0 described an acute need for 
medical supplies for treatment of 
malaria, His report was written 
from a Lashio hospital bed where 
he had been taken after coming 
cown with fever, 

Malarial conditions, the Red 
Cross learned, are expected to 
continue through September when 
the rainy season comes to an end. 

Medical shipments now being 
rushed to Free China via Ran- 
goon and Hongkong will augment 
15 tons of quinine shipped this 
spring to mect anticipated out- 
breaks of malaria. Red Cross 
purchasing agents in this country 
are now buying some $900,000 
worth of other medical supplies 
to meet shortages reported by 
American Red Cross representa- 
tives.

Donations Are Pouring 
Into Treasury. 


WASHINGTON.—There are a lot 
of Americans who are doing some- 
thing besides worrying over the high 
cost of defense and as a result there 
is an unprecedented flow of cash 
donations into the treasury. 

Brooklyn scrubwomen, Texas cow- 
punchers and serious little children 
all contributed, 

A small girl in Los Angeles sent 
President Roosevelt $1 she saved 
from her weekly candy allowances, 
With the money was a note scrawled 
in pencil on a school tablet: 

“I have saved one dollar from 
candy and I have started another 
for a submarine, And as soon as I 
get another I shall send it imme- 
diately. For dear president I hope 
you will get enough men and ships 
to wipe out a certain Nazi leader 
named Hitler. Well sir that’s all I 
wanted to say.” 

Prescribes Licking. 

As the government deficit for the 
current fiscal year tarried at the 
$4,000,000,000 mark, the growing vol- 
ume of mail and voluntary cash in- 
dicated that America is becoming 
increasingly aware of the critical 
international situation, 

Among the letters pouring into the 
White House and the treasury was 
one from a retired railroad worker 
in Alliance, Ohio. He told Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau: ‘‘Herewith $25 to be used 
for the best purpose to lick Hitler 
and Mussolini.” 

A letter to the President from a 
New Jersey town said: 

“IT am an American of Italian 
descent and have been in the Demo- 
cratic party since I am a citizen of 
the United States. Small earner 
don’t pay no tax. I am enclose 
twenty dollars money order. Con- 
tribution for American defense. 
God blessed America.”’ 

‘Old Cook’ Sends $10. 

A woman describing herself as an 
“ordinary old cook’? in New York 
mailed $10 ‘to help be prepared 
against war.’’ She explained to the 
treasury that because she only 
worked six months last year, she 
was not subject to income taxation. 

A little New York girl sent in 25 
cents “to build up your army,” a 
former Italian army officer sent in 
$5 and suggested that other people 
follow his example every month. 
From Pennsylvania came a tele- 
graphic money order for $150 with 
the message ‘‘for defense’ and an 
Arizona cowboy mailed in a dollar 
with the promise to send more. 

Looking at them from a cold finan- 
cial viewpoint, the contributions did 
not add up to very much—less than 
$15,000 to date. But government of- 
ficials regarded the letters and their 
small cash gifts as an indication 
that the new defense savings cam- 
paign would succeed. 


Hrdlicka Suggests New 


Proboscis for Uncle Sam 

WASHINGTON.—For 150 years 
Uncle Sam has had the wrong kind 
of nose, according to Dr. Alex 
Hrdlicka, eminent anthropologist of 
the Smithsonian institution. 

The old gentleman in striped 
trousers, and a star-spangled coat, 
who represents the composite Amer- 
ican, should have a straight nose 
where he traditionally is pictured 
with a decidedly convex ‘‘Roman” 
one, according to Dr. Hrdlicka. 

In most respects, says Dr. 
Hrdlicka, the symbolic figure is all 
right, but he has almost never en- 
countered an ‘“‘Uncle Sam Nose” in 
his wide studies of the physical char- 
acteristics of Americans, 

Some years ago he made extensive 
measurements of a large group of 
Old Americans, Recently he has 
made similar measurements of 150 
members of the National Academy 
of Sciences. Among the Old Amer- 
icans, Dr. Hrdlicka says, 22 per cent 
have straight noses and 42 per cent 
have moderately convex ones, 
Among the scholars the proportion 
is about the same. 


Pilots Sent to Britain 


To Learn Air War Lesson 


WASHINGTON.—Both the army 
and navy have sent an undisclosed 
number of younger pilots to Great 
Britain to act as’ observers in the 
Battle of Britain and learn the les- 
sons taught by aerial fighting there. 

From authoritative army sources 
came word that many pilots of the 
grade of lieutenant had been as- 
signed to this study, having been 
selected on the basis of youth and 
aptitude. 

Secretary Knox said that the navy 
was following the same procedure 
and had sent “quite a bunch.” 

The observers are expected to act 
as observers only and not indulge 
in risks incident to combat. 


Day-Long Radio Blare 


Makes Hens Lay Better 
RAMONA, CALIF.—Listening to 
the radio 24 hours a day makes hens 
lay 10 per cent more eggs, C. H. Lee 
has discovered. 

It’s not the soothing effect of the 
music, Lee says. After a steady 
diet of radio programs, the hens re- 
fuse to be bothered by any noisy 
diversion. Even a roaring tractor 
doesn’t cause a ruffled feather.

Over 9,000,000 quarts of fruits, 
vegetables and meats were canned 
and over 92,000 pounds were dried 
by members of Alabama home 
demonstration clubs last year, re- 
ports Etna McGaugh, extension 
home demonstration agent, Au- 

urn. 

Total value of these foods is 
estimated at $3,614,624. 

“Canning budgets were filled 
by 12,624 of the 15,000 farm fam- 
ilies on the canning budget plan; 
30,000 received instructions from 
local extension workers concern- 
ing budgets. Demonstrations in 
canning, gardening and nutrition 
are being stepped up at present 
by home and county agents and 
indications point to an improved 
record this year,”’ says Miss Mc- 
Gaugh, 

“In this time of national emer- 
gency the health of all the people 
is one of the gravest responsibil- 
ities,’ declares P. O. Davis, direc- 
tor, Alabama Extension Service. 
“Only a nation of healthy people 
can be strong.

TONS OF FLOUR TO FEED 
EGYTIAN WAR EVACUEES 


Washington, D. C.—The Amer- 
ican Red Cross has authorized its 
representatives at Cairo to re- 
lease from American Red Cross 
stocks in Egypt, 30,000 bags of 


flour, 1,000 cases of milk and 
large quantities of other food- 
stuffs to alleviate “destitute con- 


ditions” among 25,000 refugees 
who have fled Alexandria to es- 
cape enemy air raids. 

Chairman Norman H. Davis 
said he was informed by Ralph 
Bain, American Red Cross repre- 
sentative at Cairo, that thousands 
of evacuees were sleeping along 
highways, in mosques, schools 
and factories. 

Bain’s account, an eye-witness 


story, estimated 150,000 were 
“completely” destitute. ‘Those in 
the open, he cabled, had only 


sheets to protect them against 
the hot sun of the dry season. At 
Damanhoor, the largest concen- 
tration point, some 60,000 men, 
women and children have been 
crowded together at improvised 
housing centers. Distribution of 
the Red Cross supplies, Chairman 
Davis said, would be handled by 
the Red Crescent, the Egyptian 
Red Cross society.

Two to five tons of manure 
broadcast per acre and disked in- 
to the land are advised by J. C. 
Frink, assistant extension agron- 
omist, Auburn, 

After this operation and when 
soil is moist, plant clover at rate 
of 15 to 20 pounds of clean seed 
per acre and roll in with a culti- 
packer or with log roller.

Farmers Must 


‘Live At Home’ 
Says McArthur 


W. L. McArthur, FSA project 
manager in Coffee County, pre- 
dicts for Alabama and the South 
a degree of prosperity on the 
farm never reached before, 

The state of perfection, how- 
ever, will not be attained without 
effort, The farmer must make it 
his primary business to ‘live at 
home.” 

Fall gardens will be a large 
factor in the live-at-home pro- 
gram and the project manager is 
urging his clients to get busy on 
this work immediately, rain and 
weather having provided ideal 
gardening conditions, 

In discussing this subject he 
stated, “In this day of rising 
prices, the farmer has an oppor- 
tunity as never before to prove 
his value to his country—and it 
all comes down to the matter of 
planting Fall gardens and living 
at home.” 

“The low income farmer has in 
his hands the chance of helping 
his country not only in a world 
crisis but in a dangerous situa- 
tion at home. Prices are rising. 
The country is alarmed by the 
danger of inflation. The farmer 
adds to this danger every time he 
spends money to buy things that 
he should produce himself, 

“From July 1, 1940, to July, 
1941, the price of fat back meat 
went from nine to 15 cents, ba- 
con from 20 to 30 cents, eggs 
from 19 to 338 cents, lard from 
seven to 11 cents, butter from 2% 
to 38 cents. The farmer should 
produce these things and other 
feedstuffs for himself and every 
time he does not do so, but goes 
into the market to buy them, he 
penalizes himself and his family 
and adds to the demand which in 
the end will force the prices still 
higher. 

Living at home on the part of 
every person who can do so be- 
comes today, therefore, a matter 
of national obligation, It makes 
available more foodstuffs for na- 
tional defense and defense of the 
democratic countries. It is also 
a boost for the general welfare, 
by helping to stop the spiral of 
prices that hold so great a danger 
to everybody. 

“Practically everything that the 
farmer has asked has been done, 


He is to get parity prices for 
cotton, which means 15 to 16 
cents. Farm Security families 


have obtained loans to buy live- 
stock and chickens to feed them- 
selves, to sell and to add to de- 
fense requirements. The farmer 
is helped to pay for improving his 
soil. 

“And now the gate is open for 
him to help himself and at the 
same time to help his country in 
return for all these benefits. Now 
is the time for him to prove his 
own resourcefulness and courage, 
to prove that living at home can 
be done and to laugh at high 
prices.”

EIGHT THOUSAND TROOPS 
TO PASS THROUGH ELBA 


The soldier boys of the 81st 
Division in training at Camp 
Blanding, Fla,, will begin passing 
through Elba on Sunday, July 27, 
on their way to maneuvers in 
Louisiana, Hight thousand troops 
will come this way, about 1,400
